Y's HOME MAGAZINE. 


‘Violet cordial, a liqueur beloved of Yorkshire- 
men, is one of the best of the home-brewed drinks. 
Made from freshly-plucked sweet violets, it is often 
kept for years by farmers, who drink it sparingly in 
tiny glasses, yet it retains all the delicious aroma 
of the fragrant flower from which it takes its name. 

Home-made sloe wine is a drink which takes a lot 
of beating as a thirst-quencher. It is especially 
popular in Durham. 

wslip wine is another prime favourite unknown 
to the inhabitants of cities. So, too, are a host 
of “teas ’’ famous in rural parts not only for their 
refreshing, but also for their curative, powers. 

Years ago before the tea from India and China 
could be bought so cheaply, beverages brewed from 
mint, pennyroyal, dandelion, wild thyme, marjo- 
ram, camomile, balm, calamint, and similar herbs 
were almost universal. F 

Even to-day their fame is not dead, and they are 
frequently resorted to by housewives in hot weather, 
a when any small ailment shows itself in their 
families. 

A tea made from sage was the favourite concoc- 
tion of John Wesley, while a ginger-tea wes quite 
weakness with Coleridge, the poet. 

Leaves plucked from strawberry plants and currant 
bushes make a fragrant beverage, as do ribwort 
and thoroughwort, the latter, both as a refresher 
— curative, being found in very many house- 


Liberty tea made from loocsestrife, and hyperion 
tea from raspberry leaves are other prime favourites. 

Who has not tasted the delicious mead and sighed 
for moreP This luscious beverage, made with water 
from honey, and fermented, also frequently by cot- 
tagers from the liquid honey which remains in the 
comb after the usual processes of ping and 
squeezing, is one of the finest of thirst-quenchers. 

Strange as it may seem, a drink can be made from 
sawdust. Here is the recipe: 

Two tons of sawdust are boiled with sulphuric acid 
for three hours, the liquid matter then extracted by 
pressure, neutralised, left for eighteen hours to cool 
and clarify, and then fermented for four or five days. 

The resulting al is afterwards distilled and rec- 
tified, but a yield of about nine quarts and a half of 

irit to every hundredweight of sawdust is obtained.

mae Africans there exists no lack of intoxi- 
cants, though they make use of neither grape-juice 
nor malt extract. Palm trees of different kinds, 
bananas, and millet, furnish the raw materials. 

Palm wine is made from the sap oozing from the 
cut-off blossom stems of the oily palm-tree, and of 
the cocoa-tree. It is a pleasant, reshing 
beverage, and not sufficiently known. Mubisi, the 
banana wine of the Uganda natives, is made in s 
curious manner.

It is then ready for use, and represents a sweet,

BALLOONISTS WHO WENT TOO HIGH. 

So early as 1875, again, at La Villette, near 
Paris, two adventurers committed involuntary 
suicide in an effort to sa a few yards higher above 
the earth’s surface than anybody else had ever 


n. 

There were three men in the balloon—which was 
inflated with hy Tissandier, Croce- 
Spinelli, and Sivel; and they set out with the 
avowed intention of breaking all previous records 
as rds altitude attained. 

At 26,160 feet M. Croce-Spinelli threw out ballast, 
and the -balloon shot upwards with inconceiv®le 
rapidity. All three men were soon suffering ter- 
ribly from suffocation. But M. Tissandier man 
to open the valve with his teeth, and eventually 
recovered. His two companions were dead long 
ere the big silk ball had sunk once more to earth. 

After balloons, airships. M. Santos-Dumont, in 
1901, showed what was possible in this direction by 
twice sailing his aerial craft from St. Cloud to the 
Eiffel Tower and back again, winning on the second 

Deutsch prize of one hundred thousand 
francs (£4,000).

I, therefore, Em life as a beetroot. Thoroughly 
cleansed from all foreign matter, I awaited the next. 
process—extraction of my sugar juice. 

Together, with dozens of others, I was weighed and 
fed to a machine which sliced us into very thin sec- 
tions. 

These slices were automatically conveyed to iron 
tanks, each of which holds from one to two tons of 
slices. Pipes are connected with the tanks, so that 
liquor from one can flow to another. 

n, therefore, I and my sliced fellows had filed 
the first tank, water was turned upon us and allowed 
to stand. Presently the water n to find its way 
through the cell membranes of my slices, and the little 
sacs, as time went on, were robbed of their sugar- 
laden juices, which mixed with the water.
